New Store Building Started— 
Parking Space for 50 
' Cars Planned 











Upland’s new $16,000 Safeway 
|.store is well under way this week. 
By Thursday or Friday, pouring 
will start on the concrete foun- 
dations. Harry J. Farrington of 
Downey is the contractor. He 
has been awarded the contract 
for 11 other Safeway stores. 


William Steinbrenner is car- 
penter foreman, now in charge. 
He will probably supervise con- 
struction here for the foundation, 
when another foreman will take 
over the supervision, 

An L-shaped building, the new 
store is placed on the extreme 
west end of the lot. Main por- 
tion of the building is 50 by 111 
feet. A 30-foot wing extends east 
on the south end of the building. 
The wing provides space for stor- 
age. 

Of reinforced concrete, the 
structure will be earthquake proof 
and fire-proof. Exterior walls 
will be poured against plywood 
forms. Interior of the concrete 
walls, however, will be plastered. 
Concrete floors are specified. 


Entire north end of the building 
will be of glass and will differ 
from many markets, which have 
open fronts. 

Importance of automobile park- 
ing is strikingly evident in the 
plot plan for the Safeway, inas- 
much as a major portion of the 
lot is reserved for this purpose. 
Between 40 and 50 cars can park 
at one time in the lot which oc- 
cupies the northwest portion of

the area. 
Construction of the new build- 
ing will probably require three

ORANGE JUICE IN UPLAND) SAME INTERESTS IN 


Serving of orange juice in the 
local school is the result of a 
similar program at the East 
Whittier elementary school. An 
eight-ounce glass of juice was 
served at 10 a.m. to children who 
wished it. Pupils were watched 
and interesting results were ob- 
served in connection with last 
winter’s flu epidemic. A total of 
136 children received the juice 
daily at Whittier, as compared 
with 360 who did not. Only half 
as many children in the orange 
juice group were out of school 
with influenza as compared with 
the group who did not receive the 
juice. 

Teachers also vonuten that the 
children receiving the orange 
juice apparently did not tire as 
easily as the group who did not 
receive it, and were more alert 
in their studies. The orange 
juice at Whittier was sold at two 
cents a glass. The East Whittier 
school is continuing its orange 
juice service for the third year. 

The East Whittier school points 
out that from a dollar and cents 
standpoint the orange juice pro- 
gram is helpful. Anything that 
increases average daily attend- 
ance of school children increases 
the school revenue, since state aid 
is based on attendance figures. 
The Whittier school feels that or- 
ange juice is economical health 
insurance,

| SHEPPERSON SEES 
CANADA AS IN Us. 


Upkander Tells Rotarians of 
War Sentiment in Coun- 
try to North 





Canadians feel that the interests 
of their country and the United 
States are one and the same, said 
John W. Shepperson, in a talk at 
the meeting of the Upland Rotary 
club today noon at Red Hill Coun- 
try club. At the same time he 
mentioned the “invisible border 
line” between the two nations 
And he feels that the same atti- 
tude is held by the citizens of the 
United States. In pointing out 
mutual interests of the two na- 
tions, Mr. Shepperson informed 
hig hearers that -$4,000,000,000 are 
invested in Canada by industries 
of this country and that about 
one-fourth of the factories there 
are owned by residents of the 
United States, there being 600 
such branch factories in the prov- 
ince from which he cane—Ontario 
—thus owned. 


In speaking of the attitude of 
Canadians toward the present war 
Mr. Shepperson stated it is entire- 
ly different than that of the World 
war, when many there did not feel 
the part England took in the same 
Was justified. However, their at- 
titude in the present crises is that 
they feel the present struggle is 
between two ways of life-—and 
that every Canadian would rath- 
er die than submit to life under 
Hitler. 

Until the present conflict got 
under way Canada “never had an 
army or navy”, said the speaker, 
and no war materials or equip- 
ment were manufactured in the 
provinces. But such a condition is 
now undergoing a rapid change

| The increased lemon acreage, 
coming into production, makes @ 
prorate on the lemon industry as 
a whole, almost imperative, the 
editorial continues. Previous at- 
tempts at a prorate on lemons 
have been halted by injunctions.
